SOCIAL WELFARE REPORT 


Illness Greatest Cause of Need, 


With. Unemployment Close 


Second Last Month. 


The social welfare society dealt 


with 206 cases in January, o£ which 
sixty-five were non-resident cases. 
The cause of need in sixty-four cases 
was illness, nine cases being tuber- 
cular, and unemployment caused forty- 
four. The society provided 154 meals 
to fifty wayfarers, and 104 nights 
lodgings to forty-four. Thirty-nine of 
the men worked for what they got. 
Odd jobs in addition to the work at 
headquarters were found for sixty 
men, and permanent jobs for six. Six- 
teen women were given employment 
in the industrial room, and nine men 
worked at the woodyard. 
From its own resources the society 


gave cash to two persons, provided 
transportation for two and half rates 
for five; 
furnished groceries for 


twenty-one families, milk for twenty, 
fuel for twelve, and special aid for 
seven. Clothing from the industrial 
department "was given to twenty-five 
families, other supplies to eleven, and 
dental service was obtained for one. 
From other sources came county and 
state aid, physicians' advice, religious, 
medical and legal services

Its purpose IB to sup- 
plement the present state supervision by the 
creation of- a KUJ.runt> fund commission, 
consisting of nine executive o[ricersi,of state 
banks, selected by the banks thems( Ives — 
duo precaution being taken to make their 
selection truly repicseatative of the banks 
of the st.ito 
The secretary of the barKWB 
department shall be a member of the eom- 
miaslou and Its chairman. 
This commission may employ special ex- 
aminers who shaU have .power to examine 
state banks whloh. in the judgment of the 
commission; reaulrc -special uudlts , The 
(ommlssion albo shall hale access to the

It should be clearly under- 
stood that these-ireceiv ert' certificates were 
issued by the receivers on an order of th»- 
dlstrict court and against rash m in guar- 
anty tuad.

From beginning to end, the law contains 
not a single »"« or letter yhich In any- 
manlier abridges or changes the rights or 
security of depositors.

hitherto enjoyed by the state banking de- 
partment which is taken from it or weak- 
?ncd and no perogativo Invoked. T,he pro- 
posed law gives promise of bringing to the 
banking fraternity better and more rigid 
,-xammatlons. It will foster sound banking 
practices. Its sole purpose Is the preven- 
tion ot bank failures, the conservation of 
re«Su?cWot failed banks and the eontinu- 
anco «t prompt payment to aU depositors.

say about the lapses of Life Insurance policies? Keefer, who 
is state'manager fof the Kansas State Life Insurance Company, 
and president of a local organization of insurance men, coil- 
ducts an insurance "column" in one of the Lincoln Sunday 
papers.

Lapses were exceedingly heavy in insurance

MEN AND THINGS 


ABE MARTIN 


The situation at the capitol with respect to the future 


form of the administrative part of the" state government 
remains tangled. The governor hasn't got enough votes 
to get thru his -executive council pTan which gives him 
all the patronage, and the republicans* haven't go 
enough /votes to pass anything they can agree upon. I 
over the "governor's veto. 
The new men who have I 


familiarized themselves with the facts no longer be-j 
lleve that direct state faxes can be reduced to any 
considerable extent. 
They have found out that most 


of the tax dollar goes to support the educational insti- 
tutions, feed, clothe and house the state wards and 
build new roads. 
The governor has the republicans, 


politically speaking, in somewhat of a hole, as, if they 
do not agree to his plan, he can go out to the people 
two years hence and tell them he couldn't reduce taxes 
because of this fact. 


German marks are now worth 23,- 


900 per dollar at th' curb, or three 
dollars put in. We still have five or 
six statemen 
in this country, but 


nothin's ever done without first callin' 
in th' bankers. 


One man out of every fifty or sixty in Europe fs 


still fighting or in the pay of some government ready 
and equipped to do battle. If we had that same pro- 
portion in Lincoln there would be 1,000 men in uniform 
parading our streets, and a possible thousand families 
the rest of us would have to support for the pleasure 
and comfort of having a soldier to protect us whether 
we needed protection or not. Europeans know as well 
as we do that that is too big a burden to be safely 
borne, but the common people don't seem to have 
much, to 'say about it. 


You can depend on those canny Scotchmen who 


really rule the financial destinies of England to get 
the best of us with respect to the debt of billions owing 
by Great Britain to the United States. 
Have yot 


noticed how they did it? 
They have put an import 


tax on rubber from the colonies they control and 
which control the rubber trade of the world. We use 
more rubber here than in the rest of the world com- 
bined, and in the future every time a man buys a tire 
he will be paying part of the Englishman's debt to 
him in the fornr of an increased price 
That is why 


the administration at Washington is about to inves- 
tigate the possibilities of rubber growing in the 
Philippines. 


Yon hear a lot -about the waste in government, ot 


the extra number of employes needed-above what could 
do the work 'if everybody worked 'faithfully and full 
time and of the better wages and salaries paid* them 
than in private employment. You doubtless swell up 
with indignation over a condition nobddy has ever been 
able to remedy. But do you know that the po.stoffice 
department pays out a million dollars in salaries eveiy 
year to men and women for re-addressing mail tiat 
you and I wrongly or only partly addressed? When 
you ad<l in the wasted stamps you will get an idea of 
the cost of this sort of carelessness. 


A preacher who is a great fisherman and lover of 


the outdoors said the other day that he had never 
found behind the prison bars a man who likes to fish 
or loves a dog. - We wouldn't be .surprised if tLere was 
not something to that. The criminal is gregarious; he 
wants to run in gangs. He flies directly to the big 
cities immediately after he has pulled off a robbery.- 
If he tramps it it is not because he loves the outdoors, 
but because he can make a living this, way without 
work. A man with a black soul cannot be content 
with it only as company. 


We hear less of plagiarism now than we did ten or 


twenty years ago. We remember that twenty-five 
years ago the university rocked with the • awful dis- 
covery that some debater had "lifted" his speech. Are 
we grown more honest and have quit this or less 
honest and do not mind it? Every time a person bits 
down to •write he draws very largely, for what he sets 
down, upon his memory and unless he possesses a very 
retentive one he finds Mmself unable to tell exactly 
what he has thought and digested of his own %nd what 
is that of somebody else picked and packed away. 


And does it so much matter to the reader? Is he 


not better served if I, tor instance, do some picking 
and choosing for him in fields that are more or less 
Closed to him "by circumstances, and by running these 
Ideas thru my own consciousness and conception of 
them make them clearer to him? Every writer borrows 
ideas, consciously or unconsciously, just as you pass 
on to the next one you meet something you received 
from the last .one you conversed with. There is a 
great mass of opinion held in common by us all and 
from which we "subtract what we wish when .we 
proceed to talk about matters. A' writer's conscience 
usually attends to thestf matters for him better than 
any statute against plagiarism would. The reader- is 
less concerned with the source than the way in which 
it Is presented.
